When Go v . Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller o f New Yo rk 
saw "no gap in ideo lo gy ” between him and Go v . Ro n­ 
ald Reagan o f Califo rnia In hi* talk In New’ Orleans 
as recently as May 2 0, immediately the co untry was 
flo o ded with his talk abo ut a Ro ckefeller*Reagan 
dream ticket that wo uld swamp Richard M. Nix o n, 
get the Republican no minatio n and go o n to be elected. 
The go v erno rs o f the two mo st numero us states 
hav e no t seen ey e to ey e recently . The mo at recent 
difference was o v er the appo intment o f the Chief 
Justice to succeed f>rl Warren. 
Ro ckefeller said 
President Jo hnso n had a "duty and respo nsibility " 
to appo int a successo r. Reagan said the newly elected 
President sho uld do so . 
As a result, the Republican dream ticket no w mo st 
fav o red is o ne headed by Richard M. Nix o n with 
May o r Jo hn V. Lindsay o f New Yo rk. But that runs 
into the Co nstitutio nal ban o n the two candidates 
fro m the same state. So do es a dream ticket pushed 
by Demo crats with Viet President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey and Senato r Eugene J. McCarthy , bo th fro m 
Minneso ta. 
The Nix o n-Lindsay co ho rts wo uld hav e Nix o n 
mo v e to Ohio as he did fro m Califo rnia to New Yo rk 
after the 19 62 electio n, but it is do ubtful that Nix o n 
wo uld lend himself to such a deceptio n.

Three-Day Ho liday s 


A campaign to o bserv e a number o f natio nal ho li­ 
day s o n a Mo nday in o rder to make them three-day 
ho liday s has all but succeeded. A bill adding fo ur 
natio nal ho liday s to the Mo nday calendar alo ng with 
Labo r Day has passed bo th ho uses o f Co ngress and 
is befo re President Jo hnso n fo r his signature. 
The suppo rters o f this measure hav e been urging 
it fo r at least 2 0 y ears. Labo r, retail merchants and 
trav el agents especially hav e pushed the plan. While 
Co ngress legislated fo r federal emplo y es o nly , it is ex ­ 
pected that the states will fo llo w suit so that the new 
three-day ho liday perio ds will apply generally . 
Co lumbus Day will be a natio nal ho liday 
for the 
first time and will fall o n the seco nd Mo nday in Octo ­ 
ber. In additio n, Washingto n’s Birthday , Memo rial 
Day and Veterans’ Day will be o bserv ed o n Mo nday s. 
Labo r Day already is o bserv ed o n the 
first Mo nday 
in September. 
Sentiment fo r nine three-day ho liday s was no t 
stro ng eno ugh to include New Year’s Day , Indepen­ 
dence Day , Thanksgiv ing and Christmas with the fiv e 
that hav e been appro v ed. They will remain unchanged. 
In all these, traditio n Is to o stro ng fo r public accept­ 
ance o f a change. 
The mo st serio us o bjectio ns are that the new three- 
day ho liday s will mean mo re auto mo biles o n the ro ad 
and that inev itably means mo re accidents o n the high­ 
way s. If that po ssibility can be co ntro lled, the change 
wo uld be a welco me o ne fo r the time allo wed fo r fami­ 
lies to spend mo re time to gether and the enjo y ment 
they will get to gether. 


Watch Yo ur Check 
There will be a dro p in wages and salaries July 15 
to mak e effectiv e the 10 per cent tax surcharge into 
law by President Johnson. 
Howev er, the Univ ersity of Michigan’s quarterly 
surv ey of consumer attitudes states that consumers 
hav e already discounted the coming income tax in­ 
crease. This means that possibly the major retarding 
effect of the tax rise has already tak en place in an­ 
ticipation of the tax increase, rather than occurring 
when disposable incomes are reduced. 
Generally, the surv ey called this a period of wait­ 
ing with buyers hav ing money and the ability to spend 
but lack ing the will to splurge. Consumers are wait­ 
ing for dev elopments in Vietnam or the economy or 
the elections, the surv ey said. 
If true, the effect of the surtax might disappoint 
economists. They are hoping it will cool an ov erheated 
eco no my . It might please those 
who fear it is an 
"o v erkill” that co uld cause a turndo wn. The real 
effect will no t be kno wn until after pay checks are 
reduced. After all, a $10 billio n tax rise means a pretty 
large hunk taken away fro m co nsumers to spend and 
it can’t help but sho w in the eco no my .

Po pulatio n Shift Seen 
As Aiding Republicans 


WASHINGTON — The No­ 
v ember 
19 68 election 
may 
discloae the effect* of the 
moot remark able n*di*tribu­ 
tton of the v oting population 
that the United State* has 
experienced hi it* hi*tory. 
Up to now in many a Mata 
the electoral v ote ha* been 
won by a majority largely 
contributed by one or two big 
cl tie* where, adnce the 19 30’*, 
the Democrat* hav e built up 
effectiv e organizations a n d 
not only hav e gotten v oters 
registered but made sure that 
they went to the polls on elec­ 
tion day. The huge majorities 
S led up in the cities hav e 
■en counted on to offset 
Republican strength in rural 


Now things hav e changed. 
Instead of merely a contest 
between the rural and city 
v ote, the 1968 election will be 
decided by three categories— 
the inner city, the suburban 
areas, and the rural districts 
which 
include 
the smaller 
cities and towns. 
The fact is that, because of 
the shift of population from 
cities to the suburban areas, 
there are today 156.5 million 
Americans outside the large 
central cities or nearly four 
persons to each one in the big 
cities. Voters div ide in about 
the same ratio. This can hav e 
a v ery far-reaching signifi­ 
cance in American politics. 
For the suburban ami rural 
a r e a s ha v e traditionally 
tended to be Republican while 
the Inner cities hav e gener­ 
ally been Democratic. 
The changes in the popula­ 
tion of the cities aie exten­ 
siv e. The latest study of the 
U.S. Census Bureau, cov ering 


the period of April 19 60 to 
April 1966, shows that In 
metropolitan areas the rate 
of population increase v v a* 
nearly ten times a* much 
outside the inner city—or in 
“suburbia”—than in the inner 
city itself. 
Ev en the 19 60 census fig­ 
ures. moreov er, showed the 
same trend. The population of 
New York City, for instance, 
was down 1.4 per cent from 
19 50, while the surrounding 
suburbs went up 75 per cent 
The same thing happened in 
Chicago, where the d ty pop­ 
ulation dropped about 2 per 
cent, and the suburbs gained 
71.5 per cent. One of the most 
interesting shifts waa in the 
Minneapolis - St. Paul area, 
where the central-city popu­ 
lation was down 4.4 per cent 
while the suburban popula­ 
tion went up 115.7 per cent 
The same pattern w a s found 
in Detroit, Baltimore, Phila­ 
delphia, Clev eland, S t Louis, 
Los Angeles-Long Beach and 
other big cities whose v ote 
heretofore has been crucial in 
deciding the electoral v otes of 
their respectiv e states. 
Since 19 60 the mov ement of 
people into the suburbs has 
accelerated. 
This 
has 
just 
been confirmed by a surv ey 
issued this week in New York 
City by the City Univ ersity 
there. It shows that the pop­ 
ulation of the city itself has 
been decreasing or only hold­ 
ing at the lev el of the 19 60 
census. The Univ ersity’s esti­ 
mate puts the city's popula­ 
tion 
in

at 
7,53'j,000, 
which is 437,000 below' the 
census 
bureau 
estimate 
of 
7.9 69 ,000 as of July 1, 1966, 
and 249 ,9 8 4 less than the 


19 60 official census of 7,78 1,- 
9 8 4. The latest figure also la 
ev en further below the esti­ 
mate of 8 ,125,000 made by the 
Consolidated Edison Company 
Jan. 1, 19 67. 
There are, of oouroe, many 
reasons why the bdg cities are 
losing population, but it i« 
ev ident from the City Uni­ 
v ersity’s report in New York 
that middle - income whites 
numbering at least 674,000 
hav e been lost to the d ty 
itself since 1960. 
The population shift will be 
reflected largely among the 
dissidents Inside the Demo­ 
cratic party. Lots of them 
may choose to stay at home 
on election day, but more sig­ 
nificantly many of them will 
not contribute money to the 
Ign or do much of the 
[not work such as has 
sc helpful to the Demo­ 
cratic party in the poet in 
carrying the large dties—and 
thus swinging the big elec­ 
toral v otes of the most popu­ 
lous states. 
The redistribution of popu­ 
lation is unquestionably an 
encouraging trend for the Re­ 
publican party.

By the 1 7th century , the trade had dev elo ped 
fro m catch-as-catch-can k i d n a p i n g to a

set up “ facto ries” o n the co ast to sto ck slav es 
until the arriv al o f the ships. 
While wars were fo ug ht in Euro pe o v er the 
“ Asiento ,” the license to supply slav es to the 
Spanish co lo nies in America, in Africa they 
were fo ug ht so lely to o btain priso ners o f war 
to sell to the slav ers. 
“ During the 1 7th century .” writes Daniel P. 
Mannix , “ the so cial, po litical and eco no mic 
life o f West Africa became reo rg anized to pro ­ 
duce o ne result, a steady flo w o f slav es.” 
Africa was thus an acco mplice in her o wn 
rape. 
Mo re slav es, the New Wo rld called, and 
fro m farther inland came the g reat co ffles, 
o r g ang s, erf men, wo men and children. In the 
1 6th century , so me 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 were deliv ered. In 


the 1 7th, 2 .75 millio n. But it was in the 1 8 th 
century that the real bo o m beg an, led by the 
British co lo nies. 
Between 1 71 4 , when E n g l a n d wo n the 
Asiento . to 1 75 4 , the number o f slav es in what 
was to be the United States quintupled fro m

trade makes 2 0 th-century man, with his talent 
fo r mass murder, blush in mo desty . Yet, bad 
as co nditio ns were o n the slav e ships fo r the 
slav es, they were o ften wo rse fo r the sailo rs 
who manned them. A dead slav e was mo ney 
lo st, but a dead sailo r was just a dead sailo r. 
Iro nically , it was the lo ss o f life amo ng sea­ 
men that was to g iv e abo litio nists their mo st

that brought us here has no 
rainbow at its end—not yet.” 
He said the nations of Central 
America, with the help of the 
United States, “ have celebrated 
what there is to celebrate” dur­ 
ing the summit and “ have de­ 
termined to master the chal­ 
lenges that remain." 
He said there was much to 
celebrate and many challenges 
to be met. He added that the 
meeting had "been fruitful be 
cause it has been responsible.” 
Never before has any U.S. 


president visited all five Central 
American republics, and John­ 
son’s reception in El Salvador 
seemed to indicate his effort 
was appreciated. 
Despite some fresh eggs, paint 
bombs and raw potatoes thrown 
at him by student demonstra 
tors against the Vietnam war 
shortly after his arrival Satur 
day, the crowds were big and 
friendly.

As a result, the Republican dream ticket now most 
favored it one headed by Richard M. Nixon with 
Mayor John V. Lindsay of New York.

The Nixon-Undsay cohorts would have Nixon 
move to Ohio as he did from California to New York 
after the 1962 election, but it is doubtful that Nixon 
would lend himself to such a deception. It couldn’t be 
s Rockefeller-Lindsay ticket for the fame reason. Nor 
wxxikl that be ai strong as the Nixon-Undsay com­ 
bination because it would not offer as great a con­ 
trast. There must be either a geograhica) or an ideol­ 
ogical contrast to make a dream ticket dick. 


Three-Day Holidays 


A campaign to observe a number of national holi­ 
days on a Monday in order to make them three-day 
holidays has all but succeeded. A bill adding four 
national holidays to the Monday calendar along with 
Labor Day has passed both houses of Congress and 
is before President Johnson for his signature. 
The supporters of this measure have been urging 
It for at least 20 years. Labor, retail merchants and 
ta'ivel agents especially have pushed the plan. While 
Congress legislated for federal employes only, it is ex­ 
pected that the states will follow suit so that the new' 
three-day holiday periods will apply generally. 
Columbus Day will be a national holiday for the 
firrt time and will fall on the second Monday in Octo­ 
ber. In addition, Washington's Birthday, Memorial 
Day and Veterans’ Day will be observed on Mondays. 
Labor Day already is observed on the first Monday 
in September. 
Sentiment for nine three-day holidays was not 
strong enough to include New Year’s Day, Indepen­ 
dence Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas with the Ava 
that have been approved. They will remain unchanged. 
In all these, tradition b too strong for public accept­ 
ance of a change. 
The moat serious objections are that the new- three- 
day holidays will mean more automobiles on the road 
and that inevitably means more accidents on the high­ 
ways If that possibility can be controlled, the change 
would be a welcome one for the time allowed for fami­ 
lies to spend more time together and the enjoyment 
they will get together. 


Watch Your Check 
There will be a drop in wages and salaries July 15 
to make effective the IO per cent tax surcharge into 
law by President Johnson 
However, the University of Michigan's quarterly 
survey of consumer attitudes states that consumers 
have already discounted the coming income tax in­ 
crease. This means that poasibly the major retarding 
effect of the tax rise has already taken place in an­ 
ticipation of the tax increase, rather than occurring 
when disposable incomes are reduced. 
Generally, the survey called this a period of wait­ 
ing with buyers having money and the ability to spend 
but lacking the will to splurge. Consumers are wait­ 
ing for developments in Vietnam or the economy or 
the elections, the survey said. 
If true, the effect of the surtax might disappoint 
economists. They are hoping it will cool an overheated 
economy. It might please those who fear it is an 
"overkill” that could cause a turndown. The real 
effect will not be known until after pay checks are 
reduced. After all, a $10 billion tax rise means a pretty 
large hunk taken away from consumers to spend and 
it can’t help but show in the economy.

WASHINGTON — The No­ 
vember 
1999 election may 
disclose the effects of the 
most remarkable rah*tribu­ 
tton of the voting population 
that the United S ta tea has 
experienced to its history. 
Up to now in many a state 
the electoral vote has been 
won by a majority largely 
contributed by one or two big 
cl tie* where, ainee the 1930*. 
the Democrat* have built up 
effective organization* a n d 
not only have gotten voters 
registered but made sure that 
they went to the poll* on elec­ 
tion day. The huge majorities 
pried up in the cities have 
been counted on to offset 
Republican strength in rural 
areas. 
Now things have changed. 
Instead of merely a contest 
between the rural and city 
vote. the 1968 election will he 
decided by three categories - 
the inner city, the suburban 
area*, and the rural district* 
which 
Include 
the smaller 
cities and towns. 
The fact is that, because of 
the shift of population from 
dtiea to the suburban areas, 
there are today 156 5 million 
Americans outside the Urge 
central cities or nearly four 
persons to each one in the big 
cities. Voters divide in ai»ut 
the same ratio Thru can have 
a very far-reaching signifi­ 
cance in American politics. 
For the suburban awl rural 
a r e a s h a v e traditionally 
tended to be Republican while 
the inner cities have gener­ 
ally been Democratic. 
The changes in the popula­ 
tion of the cities are exten­ 
sive. The latest study of the 
U.S. Census Bureau, covering 


the period of April 1960 to 
April 1966, shows that in 
metropolitan areas the rate 
of population increase wa* 
nearly ten times as much 
outside the inner city—or in 
‘‘suburbia"—than in the inner 
city Itself. 
Even the 1960 census fig­ 
ures, moreover, showed the 
same trend. T V population of 
New York City, for instance, 
was down 1.4 per cent from 
1950, while the surrounding 
suburbs went up 75 per cent 
The same thing happened in 
Chicago, where the city pop­ 
ulation dropped about 2 per 
cent, and the suburbs gained 
71.5 per cent. One of the most 
intereating shifts was in the 
Minneapolis • St. Paul area, 
where the central-city popu­ 
lation was down 4.4 per cent 
while the suburban popula­ 
tion went up 115.7 per cent 
The same pattern was found 
hi Defrost, Baltimore, Phila­ 
delphia. Cleveland, S t Louis, 
Loa Angeles-Long Beach and 
other big cities whose vote 
heretofore baa been crucial in 
deciding the electoral votes of 
their respective states. 
Since 1960 the movement of 
people into the suburbs has 
accelerated. 
This 
baa 
just 
been confirmed by a survey 
issued this week in New York 
City by the City University 
there. It shows that the pop­ 
ulation of the city itself has 
been decreasing or only hold­ 
ing at the level of the 1960 
census. The University f esti­ 
mate puts the city's popula­ 
tion 
in 
1966 
at 7,532,000, 
which is 437,000 below t v 
census 
bureau 
estimate 
of 
7,969,000 as of July I, 1966, 
and 249,994 less than the 


1960 official census of 7,791,- 
994. The latest figure also is 
even further below the esti­ 
mate of 8,125,000 made by the 
Consolidated Edison Company 
Jan. I, 1967. 
There are, of cooree, many 
reasons why the big cities are 
losing population, but if la 
evident from the City Uni­ 
versity* report in New York 
that middle • income whites 
numbering at least 674,000 
have been lost to the city 
itself since 1960. 
The population shift will be 
reflected largely among tho 
dissidents inside the Demo­ 
cratic party. Lots of them 
may choose to stay at home 
on election day, but more sig­ 
nificantly many of them will 
not contribute money to the

For 400 years, along 3,000 miles of African 
coastline, slavery flourished. 
One estimate 
p ices the number of Negroes forcibly trans- 
{ 
rted in these four centuries at 15 million. 
..counted other millions perished. 
First of the great slaving nations was Portu­ 
gal, beginning in the middle of the 15th 
century. 
The Dutch, French, English and 
others soon became competitors. 


By the 17th century, the trade had developed 
from catch-as-catch-can k i d n a p i n g to a 
“ legalized” business in which slavers bought 
slaves from native chiefs. Trading companies 
set up “factories" on the coast to stock slaves 
until the arrival of the ships. 
While wars were fought in Europe over the 
“ Asiento,” the license to supply slaves to the 
Spanish colonies in America, in Africa they 
were fought solely to obtain prisoners of war 
to sell to the slavers. 


“ During the 17th century.” writes Daniel P. 
Mannix, “the social, political and economic 
life of West Africa became reorganized to pro­ 
duce one result, a steady flow of slaves.” 
Africa was thus an accomplice in her own 
rape. 
More slaves, the New World called, and 
from farther inland came the great coffles, 
or gangs, of men, women and children. In the 
16th century, some 900.000 were delivered. In 


the 17th, 2.75 million. But it was in the 18th 
century that the real boom began, led by the 
British colonies. 
Between 1714, when E n g l a n d won the 
Asiento, to 1754, the number of slaves in what 
was to be the United States quintupled from 
59 000 to 298,000. That figure was to double by 
the time of the Revolution. 
Both old England and New England pros-' 
pered from this flow of black gold. 
For magnitude of human suffering, the slave 
trade makes 20th-century man, with his talent 
for mass murder, blush in modesty. Yet, bad 
as conditions were on the slave ships for the 
slaves, they were often worse for the sailors 
who manned them. A dead slave was money 
lost, but a dead sailor was just a dead sailor. 
Ironically, it was the loss of life among sea­ 
men that was to give abolitionists their most 
potent argument in awakening the conscience 
of England.
